PROFILE 



ANWAR BRETT meets Pip Torrens, one of the busiest men in 

British showbusiness 


8 March 2008 
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H e’s one of those actors who 
is instantly recognisable, if a 
little harder to name, but 
Dulwich resident Pip Torrens is the sort 
of character player who always adds value 
to a production. 

His list of films includes Tomorrow Never 
Dies , Rogue Trader and Pride and Prejudice, 
while on television he has scores of credits in 
high profile productions like Longitude , 
Shackleton (his personal favourite), Silent 
Witness and Doctor Who. 

“People sometimes say, ‘I saw you in that 
thing the other day,’ and I’d completely 
forgotten that I did it,” he says good 
naturedly. “As often as not you’re on a job 
for only a couple of days. So if it’s screened 
more than a year later you can’t 
automatically place it.” 

The two-part Doctor Who adventure 
Family of Blood saw him play the stiff 
upper lipped headmaster of the pre-First 
World War school where the Doctor is 
hiding incognito. 

“I’ve had kids treat me with extraordinary 
deference because of that,” he smiles. “I also 
had a cough and a spit in a James Bond film 
years and years ago in a sequence that was 
filmed first and dropped in at the end of the 
film. I’m just on a ship giving orders while 
James Bond was doing the business 
somewhere else. 

“The number of small boys who’ve come 
up to me and asked if I was in the James 
Bond film they saw. I want to say not 
really,’ because we filmed that bit before 
they started principal photography. I 
remember the cinematographer was sitting 
there with his big cigar between takes. 

My heart sank when he said, ‘So are you 
guys coming on to Venezuela?’ And we 
said no, that was it. We were done and 
dusted in Portsmouth.” 

Torrens has fulfilled a childhood 
ambition by pursuing a career as an actor. 
Straight out of Cambridge, where he had 
read English and rubbed shoulders with the 
likes of Stephen Fry, Hugh Laurie and 
Emma Thompson, he studied at drama 
school for a year. After that he was cast as 


understudy Daniel Day-Lewis in Another 
Country. And 26 years on he’s still at it and 
enjoying it as much as ever. 

He has become one of those ubiquitous 
performers who delivers a great deal, often 
with very little screen time in which to do it. 
Unprecious and unstarry, he lives the life of 
the working actor, which is somewhat 
removed from the diva behaviour and 
bloated entourages of some higher 
profile peers. 

“My criterion for a part is: will it get me 
the next job,” he says. “Telly fulfils that nine 
times out of ten, because everyone watches 
telly. Film is a luxury—I don’t know of 
anyone who turns down a film, which is 
why even the worst Brit-com movies that 
get made often have quite illustrious 
supporting casts.

“I’m this sort of Oxbridge product, so I 
started off playing nice best friends, and 
then I went into professional parts — 
solicitors and GPs. Then I started going 
bald, which is very good because you start 
getting slightly sinister roles. 

“And in the last couple of years all I’ve 
done is play pinstriped bastards behind 
desks, and the occasional noble headmaster. 
You have to be realistic about this, you’re 
not going to be asked to play hugely against 
type, everybody’s typecast, because that’s 
what casting is to an extent.” 

Such self deprecation is utterly 
disarming; Torrens clearly takes his work 
seriously but it is a job that helps to pay the 
mortgage and support the family he plainly 
adores. Wife Chantal is a non-practicing 
barrister, while daughters Lanikai and 
Elysia and son Raff! offer some welcome 
distraction from the inevitable 
unpredictability of an actors’ working 
life. Whatever they understand of Dad’s 
work there are, Torrens reveals, perks 
they can all share. 



“They’ve done quite well in terms of 
trips,” he smiles. “We had an amazing year 
the year before last where we had 10 days in 
Capetown followed by 10 days in Tunisia. I 
said to them that they’d covered the whole 
of Africa in the Easter holidays. I think 
that’s a wonderful thing if you can just take 
them with you. 

“I would do that wherever I went, and I 
know other actors who do the same thing. If 
you’re on location you will spend so much 
time not doing anything. Unless you’ve got 
an incredibly demanding part it just seems 
stupid not to take them with you because 
you’re going to miss them like hell.” 

Currently to be seen in a series of black 
and white First Direct ads running on 
television and in print, Torrens admits he 
went in to meet for these aware that the 
agency was looking to cast a ‘Mr Grumpy’. 
When he got there the part had gone and 
only the Mr Happy role was left. “So I went 
in and did a manic, determinedly upbeat 
thing,” he says with a shrug, “and that 
seemed to work.” 

He tackles a more conventional dramatic 
role in the handsome television movie Miss 
Austen Regrets opposite Olivia Williams and 
Hugh Bonneville, and has most recently 
been before the cameras on Wire In The 
Blood and the movie adaptation of Noel 
Coward’s Easy Virtue. 

Audiences may look at Pip Torrens and 
instantly think of stern authority figures 
that have dominated the recent crop of roles 
he has played. Casting directors might, less 
forgivably, be guilty of the same thing. 

It’s probably not too surprising that he 
cites the likes of Anthony Hopkins, Gene 
Hackman and Robert Duvall as his acting 
heroes, all being character actors who 
graduated to star status at a time when that 
journey was more accepted. When he 
describes Robocop as one of the greatest 
films ever made he seems even more 
removed from the pinstriped bad guys he 
plays from time to time. Clearly there is 
more to the man than the job he does, more 
to the actor than he has so far been given the 
chance to prove.

KARL WEBSTER opens his ears to Radio Peckham 


O n a cold crisp evening, two 

young men in oversized coats 
and hats stand outside a 
brightly coloured building with a vicious 
dog on a long lead, their hot breath like 
smoke. The dog barks and snaps till his 
keeper yanks him back and yells out his 
name, loudly: “ Ricky\ Ricky!!” It sounds 
like Walford. But this isn’t Walford. 

This is Asylum Road SE15. This... 
is Radio Peckham. 

Inside, the station is a hive of activity. 
Four people are bent over laptops and 
mixing desks, strapped into headphones. 
Occasionally the sound from their 
headphones gets free and fills the open 
space. A young woman flits from one 
to the other. 

Twenty-two-year-old Michael 
Stickland appears through a door with a 
red light above it. The words “On Air” 
are illuminated. Michael drags me away 
from the exciting red light and down a 
corridor where he tells me about the 
history of one of the capital’s most 
exciting community radio stations. 


Radio Peckham was established in 
2004. A joint venture between Eclectic 
Productions — a non-profit community 
media project — and Peckham 
Programme — a council directive 
centred on regeneration in SE15 - 
the project was developed to engage 
local people and offer them the 
means to produce their very own 
media messages. 

Michael began as a volunteer in 
2004, recording his own show every 
now and again. Now, less than four 
years later he’s effectively running 
the station, with a dedicated team 
alongside him. “We’ve got a 
volunteer base of probably 
about 50 to 60 presenters 
and producers who drop in 
regularly, do their own 
shows and help out. It’s run 
completely by the people 
of Peckham for the people 
of Peckham.” 

Peckham is close to 
Michael’s heart. “Born and 
bred,” he says, “22 years in 
lovely Peckham.” Before he got 
involved in radio, he was editor 
of the Southwark Young People’s 
magazine. “From that I met the guys 
who were running the station at the 
time. I came and did a few shows and 
the rest is history,” he says. 

Suddenly we’re interrupted by a blast 
of music from the other side of the 
room. “They’re learning how to edit,” 
Michael explains. “We run regular 
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courses in radio production, radio 
presenting and editing. So these guys out 
here are being taught how to edit using 
industry-standard software. Everything 
we do, we use industry-standard 
equipment. People are often surprised. 
Maybe because it’s in Peckham they 
expect it to be in someone’s garage or 
something. But it’s a cool place as you 
can see, and the building’s all nicely 
kitted up.” 

As with any community radio worth 
its salt, Radio Peckham is about more 
than just music. For example, there’s the 
outreach work the station does with local 
schools. “So far we’ve worked in 
particular with the Peckham Academy, 
getting their young people to contribute 
ideas for the future of Southwark and 
what they’d like to see. We ran a 
competition with them and we’re now 
offering kids from the school radio 
training.” They also run workshops on 
the issue of gun and knife crime in 
schools throughout the borough. 

They’ve also collaborated with — 
amongst others — Age Concern, Action 
for Blind People and local community 
drug and disability projects, providing 


workshops in media training and 
communication, thus allowing many 
people the opportunity to tell their 
stories and express themselves publicly 
for the first time. 

As of just a couple of months ago, 
Radio Peckham is now live online 24/7. 
They’re still waiting, however, to be 
granted a full-time FM licence. Michael 
says, “Because of the lack of frequencies 
in London, we’re given a one-month 
community station licence each year.” 
Now they hope to build on this and 
convince Ofcom to grant them a licence. 
“I think we’ve gone a long way to doing 
it already,” he continues. “We’ve got to 


show that Radio Peckham is valuable 
to the community, which it obviously 
is. We’ve got lots of people involved 
and we’re producing high quality 
content. We’re aiming to dispel the 
myth that community radio has to 
be non-professional.” 

Although a full-time licence is key, 
Michael points out that “it isn’t the be 


all and end all. Everything is moving to 
online and on demand at the moment. 
Radio Peckham has grown exponentially 
and I think that by the end of the year 
we’ll be at the centre of everything.” 
There is a pause. “In Peckham,” he adds. 

Then Michael leads me into the studio 
proper where one of Radio Peckham’s 
rising stars, Tim Littlechild, is working 
on a show and a band called Ladybear 
are messing about riffing on jingles. Tim 
came from a background in hospital 
radio and approached Michael with a 
weekly show that would showcase live 
local bands. “Set Time” is “a live music 
show, but with the seriousness taken out. 


I think a lot of live music shows on the 
radio are quite pretentious, and people 
tend to be a bit up themselves. We try to 
keep it light-hearted, with a balance of 
good fun and bands still getting to play 
their music.” 

As well as local bands, Radio Peckham 
really is an eclectic production. There’s 
salsa, drum and bass, gospel, 20s jazz 
and blues; there’s chat, comedy and 
magazine programmes; there’s even a 
weekly youth show where, as Michael 
puts it, “five or six young people get in 
there and basically talk and play music 
for an hour, and it really does my head 
in to produce but it’s great fun.” 

Not only is there something for 
everyone to listen to, but opportunities 
for participation abound. “We’re always 
looking for local people — whether 
they’ve got experience or they want 
experience — to come down and give us a 
hand and do their own show or produce 
or edit or whatever it might be that 
they’re interested in.” So there it is. If 
you fancy yourself as the next Sarah 
Cox or Jo Whiley, or even the next 
Chris Morris or — heaven help us — 

Chris Moyles, Radio Peckham is 
waiting for you. •

PROFILE 


a home RUN 

ALISTAIR DUNCAN meets south London’s mayoral hopeful Brian Paddick 


I nterviewer or interviewee? I’m not sure 
which I am, as the door to the Liberal 
Democrat reception room swings 
open, revealing Brian Paddick’s lofty frame. 
After resigning from the force in May last 
year, the neatly coiffed 49-year-old is no 
longer a policeman (famously, Britain’s 
highest-ranking, openly gay officer) but 
rather the Lib Dem candidate for Mayor of 
London. His demeanour, however, is still 
very much in police mode: formal, 
inscrutable and sometimes brusque, only 
occasionally allowing glimpses of his droll 
sense of humour. 

“Walk this way,” he says, towering above 
me. As we walk up to his office, we do so in 
complete silence, only heightening my 
impression that it is I who am to be 
interrogated in a gruelling police interview. 
We take a seat and I press ‘record’ on my 
Dictaphone. Our interview begins. 

“So,” I start, “why do you want to be 
Mayor of London?” 

“I’ve always been determined to change 
things for the better,” he says. “When I was 
no longer able to do that in the police, there 
had to be another outlet for my desire to 
improve things.” Paddick untangles his 
arms and smiles. “But this isn’t Mother 
Theresa territory. This isn’t burning martyr 
we can smell. At the end of the day, I get a 
buzz out of helping people.” 

I ask Paddick what he makes of his rivals 
in the mayoral race. He trots out a well- 
rehearsed attack on Ken Livingstone, 
branding our newt-loving mayor 
“arrogant” and “out-of-touch”, rather like 


Tony Blair in his latter days, even — and this 
is designed to rile Ken especially, I imagine 
— Margaret Thatcher. Boris Johnson, on the 
other hand, the Eton-educated journalist, 
TV celebrity and Tory joker-in-the-pack 
isn’t the bumbling buffoon he so often 
comes across as; rather, he is “a good 
clown... a very intelligent individual — 
think of modern-day clowns, like Rory 
Bremner. They are very, very talented, very 
intelligent people who put all their energy, 
effort, charm and skill into making people 
laugh. That’s what Boris does.” 

Paddick is a complete newcomer to the 
world of politics. Unlike Livingstone and 
Johnson, he is inexperienced in the art of 
winning votes. He’s a plain-speaking, no- 
nonsense sort of guy, no silver-tongued 
rhetorician, but he seems to want to make a 
virtue of this. “If you try and be something 
that you’re not, people see through it and 


Assistant Commissioner (the role he left 
just a few months ago). He became a 
household name when he was made Police 
Commander for Lambeth in 2000 and 
pioneered a ‘softly-softly’ approach to 
cannabis on the streets of Brixton, turning 
a blind eye to small amounts used for 
personal consumption in order to focus on 
crack cocaine and heroin. He took his fair 
share of flack for this controversial policy, 
but he remains bullish in the defence 
of his approach. 

“The policy was never not to arrest drug 
dealers,” he says. “It was only people with 
small amounts of cannabis for personal use. 
Even if it was a small amount, but it was 
divided up into half a dozen wraps, then 
that was dealing and they were arrested. We 
never went soft on dealing. Arrests for Class 
A drugs went up. The amount of seizures of 
cannabis went up as well.”

are very suspicious of you, which is 
probably why I make a lousy politician — I 
can only be myself.” 

Paddick was earmarked for success in the 
police force early on; he was sponsored by 
the police to study politics, philosophy and 
economics at Queen’s College, Oxford, 
then he gradually moved up from being a 
constable ‘on the beat’, patrolling the streets 
of Holloway, to the senior post of Deputy 


Brixton is still an area to which Paddick 
remains staunchly loyal. What gets 
overlooked, in the vilification of this 
economically deprived pocket of south 
London, he says, is the wonderful warmth 
of the people. 

“Walking around the market in Brixton, 
everyone is just so friendly,” he says. “Donal 
MacIntyre did a documentary where he 
went around Brixton dressed up as a 
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Mr Magoo character, brandishing a laptop, 
trying to get mugged. It took him 36 hours. 
Shopkeepers would tell him: ‘Get in here, 
you’ll get mugged out there.’ That’s what 
Brixton is really like. People look out for 
each other.” 

Paddick’s depth of feeling for south 
London is understandable when you 
consider the man’s origins: he was born in 
Balham and grew up in Mitcham and 
Sutton, going to school in Tooting Bee. “I 
was born and dragged up in south 
London,” he summarises, his vowels 
dipping into the drawl that is the hallmark 
of a south Londoner. 

He now lives in Vauxhall, describing the 
area as “edgy” but brilliantly positioned just 
next to the river. “I don’t have a riverfront 
flat, but if I hang on tightly to the railings as 
I lean over the balcony, I can see the river 
between two buildings; as I plunge to the 
ground, I should be able to see it,” he 
jests darkly. 


Vauxhall boasts “plenty for the gay man 
about town”, he says, although he adds that 
“there are some other clubs that I don’t 
think any reasonable person should be seen 
in.. .Vauxhall caters for every taste, some of 
which aren’t mine.” 

This leads us to a recurring theme of the 
interview: Paddick’s resentment of the 
tabloid press. He’s felt the full ferocity of the 
red tops, after being accused of smoking 
cannabis by a former boyfriend while he 
was commander of Lambeth in a widely 
publicised kiss-and-tell story. Even though 
he was cleared of any wrongdoing, it led to 
his suspension from the post and being 
moved to a desk job. His disgust at the 
treatment he received lingers on. 

“I remember meeting a tabloid 
newspaper journalist whilst the kiss-and- 
tell was going on,” he says. “What he said to 
me is: ‘What you’ve got to realise Brian is 
that it’s nothing personal.’ Well, it may not 
be personal for him but it is personal when 


you are the person who is subject to very 
unfair criticism.” 

Being the focus of tabloid snooping must 
be ghastly, but I have to report that Brian 
Paddick is not without prickliness. He is 
frequently annoyed by my questioning and 
won’t answer several questions, parrying 
with “his book out in March”. It is there 
that all will be revealed, he promises — his 
feelings about the lover who lied about him 
in that infamous tabloid tale; the 
homophobic bullying he received as he 
made his way up the police ranks; 
reflections about his five-year marriage 
before he came out. 

In truth, Brian Paddick is a long shot for 
mayor. There’s awhile until Londoners 
have to decide on the man they want for the 
job; of course, Paddick’s campaign may 
grow in momentum. But one thing is for 
sure: the awkward questions posed by nosy 
journalists will only intensify as the weeks 
go on. He may have to grin and bear it. •

LIVING SOUTH gets inside 
the globetrotting life of a 
local wine dealer 


A s owner ofWhirly Wine, Simon 
Newson discovers, sources and 
supplies wines to fine restaurants 
and private clients. Living South quizzed 
Simon about what’s it like to travel the world 
in search of the tastiest of tipples... 

What’s Whirly Wine all about? 

Whirly Wine sources individual wines from 
small growers in the New World regions of 
Australia and the Pacific north west coast of 
America; this means really digging deep into 
these very large and spread out wine areas. It 
satisfies my need for travelling new roads 
and meeting new faces. 

How did you get interested 

in the wine trade? 

I worked my way up from a commis 
barman to manager at the Ebury Wine 
Bar, and then got a lucky break and an 
interview to manage Bibendum. I managed 
this amazing art deco oyster bar and 
restaurant for seven years. There was 
certainly a massive buzz there. The wine 
list was — and still is — wonderful. 

Where did the Whirly Wine 
name come from? 

I was working at Bibendum having 
returned from a nine-month journey to 
India and Australia. Francois, the 


sommelier, came up to me in the middle 
of a very busy Sunday lunch and said in 
his very deep French accent, “I think you 
should call your wine business Whirly 
Wine.” It stuck. I like its endearing, 
relaxed feel and I am very keen for people 
to enjoy wine and not take it too seriously 
so it follows that line of attack. 

How long have you lived 
in Camberwell? 

Eighteen years — I like the multi-cultural 
influences this side of London. 

What are some of your favourite 

places in these parts? 

My favourite local is the Hermit’s Cave. It 
has a wonderful frontage of old shaded glass 
and serves a decent pint. I’ve taken recently 
to walking my dog Dash up Camberwell 
Grove and over Denmark Hill to The 
Palmerston on Lordship Lane where my old 
friend and former work colleague Jamie 
Younger produces some exquisite food. 

For more adventures with Dash the 
Dulwich Woods are extraordinary with 
a gorgeous view. 

When you’re not drinking 
wine what do you drink? 

Harvey’s bitter, a great pint from 
Lewes in Sussex. 



What wine discoveries are 

you excited about this year? 

My most recent adventure was to the 
Willamette valley in Oregon, where farmers 
have Huckleberry Finn beards down to the 
top of their stomachs and drive around on 
old 1950s tractors. North of California, this 
state has a cooler summer so the grapes 
spend longer on the vine, which means a 
more refined and subtle end product. The 
area is influenced by wines from two cool 
climate regions in France, Burgundy and 
Alsace. I’m excited about the Amity Pinot 
Noir and Gewurztraminer that I am 
bringing into the UK as well as Bethel 
Heights’ Chardonnay and Pinot Gris. 

I think Oregon is one of the most 
undiscovered and exciting wine regions 
in the Northern Hemisphere. 

What’s the biggest trend in wine 
you’re witnessing right now? 

For me it’s very much the core focus of 
my business: the awareness amongst 
restaurateurs, hoteliers and the private 
buyer of the extraordinary quality of wines 
coming out of Australia from the smaller 
vineyard, handcrafted by the planter, builder 
and winemaker. Small is where the future 
lies — small is good. •

With her lead performance in the stage version 
of Dirty Dancing, Sarah Manton is bringing the 
house down, discovers ANWAR BRETT 


T he challenge any writer faces in 
profiling actress Sarah Manton is 
a tricky one. Currently to be seen 
as ‘Baby Houseman in Dirty Dancing: 

The Classic Story On Stage at the Aldwych 
Theatre, the are many obvious, hugely 
tempting cliches the show inspires that 
ought to be avoided. 

Having played the role since the 
beginning of October she’s doubtless 
heard them all, but the cheery 27 -year- 
old Streatham resident has also seen with 


her own eyes, night after night, how 
much this stage adaptation of a hit film 
means to audiences. 

“It’s different things to different 
people,” she explains. “I’ve had some 
men tell me that it’s one of the first films 
they took their girlfriends to see, so it’s 
not just a girly thing at all.” 

The benefits for the performers in 
playing to audiences who know the 
songs — and some of the lines — as well 
as they do is the kind of energy that 
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exists between them, which helps to keep 
the show from ever becoming repetitive 
and boring. 

“Obviously there’s that line — nobody 
puts Baby in the corner’ — the reaction to 
that can be deafening,” Manton notes. 
“It’s really sweet because they’ll all ‘shush’ 
each other before it’s about to happen. 

But the audience reaction does really vary 
and that helps to keep it very fresh.” 

Sarah Manton was six and growing up 
with her family in Leicester when the 
iconic film came out in 1987. But even 
she and sister Emma — who is herself 
treading the boards in London now — 
were infected by the romantic mood and 
toe tapping vibrancy of writer Eleanor 
Bergstein’s 60s-set coming-of-age story. 

Memories of Patrick Swayze lifting co- 
star Jennifer Grey above his head as she 
poses as if flying, in an attempt to 
become his dance partner, quickly seeped 
into the popular consciousness. 

“Me and Emma used to practice the lift in 
swimming pools on holiday,” Manton 
giggles, “I was always Baby because I was the 
smallest. We could never do it though, 
however hard we tried. We used to listen to 
the soundtrack, we had a tape of it, and I 
remember we made up dances in her 
bedroom so it must have sunk in. 

“But doing it now it’s really difficult to 
think of how I thought of it before. Now it’s 
always going to mean being on stage, for me. 
Whenever I hear a song from it on the radio 
I’ve just felt like I’ve been transported back 
onto the stage. I think for the rest of my life 
it’s going to be like that, but they’re always 
nice feelings. Em loving it.” 

Happily ensconced in Streatham with 
boyfriend Richard Hollis, who is also an 
actor, Manton is enjoying that rarest of 
luxuries for a jobbing theatre actor — the 
security of a long run. Prior to Dirty Dancing 
she had done a variety of work on the stage, 
notably the contrasting gloom and grit of 
John Osborne’s Look Back In Anger. 

Small wonder she auditioned for her 
current role with a smile on her face and a 
spirit of unbridled freedom. But when she 


suffers inevitable periods of joblessness - 
resting, as actors euphemistically call it — she 
is not one to mope around waiting for the 
phone to ring. 

“I’m extremely pro-active,” she adds, “I 
always write letters and find out what’s going 
on. I’m not one of these actors who can sit at 
home and be on the dole and wait for the 
next job. I can’t do that.

There is a real get-up-and-go to Manton, a 
rather — dare one say—American sort of can- 
do attitude. So it is with this in mind that she 
acknowledges that every experience is good 
for an actor, and every new skill acquired has 
the potential to help her in her work. 

“I started going to acrobatic tumbling 
classes at The Circus Space in Hoxton. 

Quite a lot of actors go there,” she explains. 
“It keeps you ticking over when you’re 
not working. I always need to have 
something on the go and feel like I’m 
actually achieving something. 

“And I had a bit of an out of work period 
last year, and I did my Grade 8 violin with a 
teacher, because I’d played it when I was 
younger. I got myself into a couple of 


orchestras, the Streatham Orchestra and 
the Lambeth Orchestra, and it was really 
fun to do concerts with them.” 

She also made her television debut last 
year in an episode of Casualty. Television and 
film remain ambitions for the future 
though, such is her current commitment to 
daily performing Baby Houseman’s rite-of- 
passage in that staid Catskills community 
recreated so faithfully at the Aldwych. 

What free time she has is spent going to 
the theatre or cinema with Richard, whom 
she met when they worked together at the 
National Theatre five years ago. An 
intriguing, perhaps mischievous thought 
occurs, that if they married they could 
celebrate in the same joyous manner as the 
couple whose recreation of “I’ve Had The 
Time of My Life” at their reception has 
become a YouTube classic. 

“I was jokingly talking to him about that 
the other day,” she laughs. “We first worked 
together at the National on The Coast of 
Utopia , which was a big epic Tom Stoppard 
trilogy set in the 19th century and it had lots 
of big ballroom dance sequences. I was 
dance captain, so I ended up dancing with 
him quite a lot and teaching him all the 
waltzes. So we did start out dancing 
together, but I don’t know. I think it might 
be a bit of a cliche for us to recreate that 
dance, it’s been done now hasn’t it?” 

Cliche or not, Sarah Manton knows more 
than most how difficult those opening bars 
are to resist. •

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T he coolest people in Dulwich have 
gathered in the clubhouse of the 
Dog Kennel Hill Adventure 
Playground. Surrounded by sunshine yellow 
walls under fluorescent strip lights against a 
backdrop of children’s drawings of sharks 
have gathered nearly a dozen locals, armed 
with mugs of tea, cans of Carlsberg and red 
wine (also in mugs). Their purpose is as 
unlikely as the setting. This, it seems, is the 
Sunday night practice session of the 
Dulwich Ukulele Club. 

I am here at the invitation of Richard 
Guard, the bands charismatic founder. He 
and Tim Yapp, another band member, met 
in the area at birthing classes a decade ago. 
Upon discovering a shared admiration for 
the Wolverhamton Wanderers, they’ve been 
friends ever since. Now with seven kids 
between them, the passage of time has seen 
these energetic dads embrace a variety of 
shared hobbies — football, boxing... and 
ukulele playing. 


Their footie never saw them achieve the 
dizzying heights of the Wolves, and their 
boxing never made it into the ring (instead 
they preferred to wreak bare-knuckled havoc 
in their own kitchens). But their ukulele 
talent has, in fact, won them space on some 
of Britain’s biggest and best stages. 

Richard started playing the ukulele only 
two and a half years ago. He insists that he 
never played an instrument before this, and 
somehow he and his merry two-year-old 
band have occupied the Royal Festival Hall 
at the invitation of Jarvis Cocker at last 
year’s Meltdown Festival, and later 
appeared on the same stage as the Beastie 
Boys and Chemical Brothers at Bestival on 
the Isle ofWight. 

Last summer saw them cross the country 
for events like the Port Eliot Literary Festival 
and The Secret Garden Party, but they have 
kept their feet on the ground and their roots 
in Dulwich, also headlining the Upland Road 
street party and “numerous school fetes”. 


How did this transpire? “Tim had to do a 
best man speech at Gill’s wedding,” Richard 
reveals, “and he was too frightened. So he 
bought a ukulele. Four of us played ‘Ring of 
Fire’ at the wedding. We changed it to ‘Gill 
and Dave fell into a ring of fire.’ And then 
Tim and I carried on doing it.” 

When I note that there is an inordinately 
high concentration of ukulele players in a 
single postcode, Richard admits 
performance is a persuasive recruiter. 
“Things went really well when we started 
playing live.” Their first gig was his five-a- 
side football team Christmas party. “It went 
down really well and so we were encouraged 
by that and then more people started 
drifting in and joining us. Then we got a tiny 
bit of TV coverage and it all just snowballed 
from there.” 

The uniform of the Dulwich Ukulele 
Club is jeans and Adidas, and the 
professional breakdown is almost exactly 
what you’d expect of East Dulwich, with a 
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heavy emphasis on media. Within this all¬ 
singing, all-string-plucking pack you’ll find 
a TV producer, sexual health worker, 
publisher, film editor, director, artist, 
lawyers and teachers. 

Everyone belts out lyrics, and there are 
plenty of songwriters in the 11 -strong group 
comprising nine ukulele players, one bassist 
and one percussionist. (Occasionally, a 
glockenspiel gets involved too.) Be warned: 
there will be no plinky-plonky music when 
the club is in residence. Expect frenzied, 
harmonic tunes peppered with a cappella 
parts delivering lines such as “Your mama 
was a hooker and your daddy was an old- 
time gangster!” 


Strings break but the band plays on. At 
tonight’s practice, the rollicking “Midnight 
Train” is followed by an exhausted question 
from one member: “Don’t we know any slow 
ones?” These are ballads that beg the listener 
to sing along — and possibly grab a stringed 
instrument too. They cover themes 
including love, railroads and girls with their 
hair tied back, with titles like “Camberwell”, 
“Tijuana” and “Not Like You”. The 
Dulwich Ukulele Club sounds like what 
would have happened if Patsy Cline had run 
away from her Blue Ridge Mountain home 
and joined a Mexican mariachi band. 

They practice one day a week at the 
adventure playground and once weekly in 
Richard’s kitchen, which I imagine is no less 
disruptive than the boxing bouts of old. 


They cite influences like Neil Young, Johnny 
Cash and Hank Williams, as well as the 
White Stripes, old ska and Calexico. With 
50 songs in their repertoire, a recording 
session can’t be far off. 

When there is a pause for more red wine 
in mugs, someone starts playing on four 
handy strings. “Is that new?” another asks. 

“It needs a few more lyrics,” is the laconic 
response before they all spontaneously peel 
offandjam. 

At Bestival they recruited ukulele players 
from all over the country to perform “Ring 
of Fire” in their Night of the 100 Ukuleles. 
This year they’ll return, and I worry there 
won’t be enough room on the stage for all the 
new converts whose novice strumming the 
band has inspired. “I try to encourage 
everyone to commit because you get more 
joy out of it that way—and it’s all about the 
pleasure of it,” affirms Richard. 

This ukulele business is clearly addictive, 
and the band plays on this fact in spreading 
their feel-good fervour. “We’re starting a 
night at The Plough on Lordship Lane called 
the East Dulwich Jug Band,” Richard says. 
“The idea is to write, rehearse and record a 
song all in one night. Anyone and any 
instrument is welcome — except guitars, 
there’s already too many of them.” These 
infectious events will take place the first 
Wednesday of every month. “By the end of 
the year we will have made a ten-track crazy 
folk record. You’d better come along for 
some singing practice!” •

Young people 
meet Old Masters 
and more at Dulwich 
Picture Gallery 

F ounded in 1811, Dulwich Picture 

Gallery is England’s oldest public art 
gallery. While in a few short years it 
celebrates its bicentenary, many of its visitors 
haven’t yet reached their 1 Oth birthdays. The 
gallery’s renowned educational programme 
attracts thousands of young people every 
year with its unique opportunities for 
creative learning. 

Quite serious art classes for children are 
divided by age group. As well as learning to 
draw, kids are encouraged to use the current 
exhibition in the gallery as inspiration as 
they produce such works as wrapping paper, 
posters, cards and decorations. 

The real fun begins, however, with family 
drop-ins and half-term workshops. A recent 
session saw kids aged 6 to 11 create a huge 
artwork to cover the walls of the Linbury 
Room, while other activities have included 
making miniature theatre sets, shadow 
puppets and mixed media mobiles. 

“Dulwich Picture Gallery runs the most 
amazing courses for kids — my lot attended 
sessions where they made the best Christmas 
decorations,” explains one mum. “My two 
younger ones went in the morning and then 
their big sister went on her own in the 
afternoon — it is nice that they split the ages 
like that. We all had a lovely lunch together 
in the cafe in between, and whilst the 
younger two were having fun at being 
messily creative my eldest and I had a look at 
the wonderful collection at DPG. She told 



me lots of things I didn’t know about the 
paintings — things she had learnt when her 
class had visited the gallery last year.” 

And so it seems the kids don’t have a 
monopoly on pleasure. “On Mothering 
Sunday we did trails round the gallery’s 
pictures using palm-top computers,” says 
one enthusiastic parent. “What children 
might usually think of as rather staid, 
important Old Master paintings suddenly 
became alive and interesting.” 

Artplay sessions for families take place 
afternoons of the first and last Sunday each 
month. Adults and kids are guided by artists 
in fashioning such creations as postcards of 
imaginary places, clothes pegs dolls, musical 
instruments and masks. The emphasis is on 
experimenting and having fun. 

The creative sessions are endlessly 
inventive, often led by accomplished artists 
from south London. The benefits don’t end 
when a session is over though, as each 
endeavour provides ideas for fun activities to 
do at home. One adult Artplay regular 
remembers her first visit. “It was buzzing 
with activity when we arrived — everyone 
quickly got down to making great mobiles. 


The artist was really helpful and kind 
and didn’t seem to mind the mess one 
bit. When we got home the kids wanted 
to do it all over again; I really like that they 
were so inspired — as was I.” •

A campaign from Transport for London 
encourages road safety - right on our streets 


I t’s unusual for a government body to 
embrace graffiti as a means of mass 
communication, but the latest phase of 
Transport for London’s Don’t Die Before 
You’ve Lived campaign sees a series of 
pavement chalk-style drawings appearing 
across London, 
designed to 
raise awareness 
of road safety 
issues among 
the capital’s 
young people. 

The chalk drawings were implemented at 
each of the entrances to Selhurst Park in 
Crystal Palace, while the images in Brixton 
and Streatham were applied using an 
innovative technique called ‘reverse graffiti’ 


which uses a high-pressured hose to spray 
the pavement clean to create the image. The 
drawings fade in a matter of days depending 
on the weather and street cleaning. 

The images were conceived because, 
despite recent success, there is still work to 
be done to meet 
the Mayor of 
London’s target 
of reducing the 
number killed 
on London’s 
roads by 60% by 
2010. Designed to capture the attention 
and imagination of teenagers, the outlines 
represent dream jobs: a footballer, 
skateboarder, rock star, singer and rapper. 
“These drawings have been designed to

we want teenagers to achieve

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really stand out to teenagers and have been placed in areas where we 
know they will be seen,” explains Ken Livingstone. “We want 
teenagers to achieve their potential, and they are more likely to do 
this if they have a clear understanding of the dangers ofLondons 
roads and always think twice before crossing. ” •

KAREN LUMB reveals how container gardening can turn even 
a small corner of outdoor space into your own urban Arcadia 


EVEN THE TINIEST city patio or 
courtyard garden can be made to feel like 
a haven j ust by taking a few simple steps 
early on. 

Make the area as clean, tidy and weed- 
free as possible. That dark corner could be 
given a new lease of life with a quick coat of 
light reflective paint, or even the addition of 
an outdoor mirror or sculpture. 

The key to successful, healthy container 
gardens is almost all in the soil. Don’t 
scrimp on this area, and then spend lots of 
money on plants. Put a plant into good 
quality compost in the right position, 
and it will thrive. 

Also ensure you allow good drainage 
at the base to prevent waterlogging. Each 
planter should have at least one drainage 
hole, and then a good layer of “crock” 
(broken up pottery, stones, pebbles, even 
polystyrene) at the bottom, fully covering 
the holes. 

Use a compost that’s right for the plants 
you plan to use. Multi-purpose compost is 
for bedding plants, such as pansies, lobelia, 
petunias and impatiens. Use soil-based 
compost (John Innes, for instance) for 
herbaceous perennials and shrubs, such as 
osteospermum, phlox and buxus. Use 


ericaceous compost for acid-loving plants, 
such as camellias, azaleas, magnolias and 
pieris. The addition of slow-release fertilizer 
and water-retaining granules to the compost 
will help ensure your plants don’t go hungry 
or dry out over the months to come. 

Think about the position of the area you 
are going to plant up, and buy the right 
plants for the position. Sun-loving plants 
will not do well in a shady spot, and vice 
versa—a reputable garden centre will be 
happy to advise. 

If it’s vibrant colour you’re after, a 
combination of bedding plants is the best 
way to get it. Position taller, vertical plants 
(such as antirrhinums) at the back of the 
planter, mid-height uprights (petunias, 
fuchsias, geraniums) in the middle, and 
either low-growing plants (impatiens, 
bacopa) or trailing plants (lobelia, carillon, 
trailing petunia) at the front. Colour 
combinations that work well are 
red/orange/yellow, purple/pink/white or 
blue/purple/white. 

For a cooler, more contemporary look, 
either stick to one colour with a 
combination of textures (white always looks 
fantastic), or keep the structure of the 
planter simple. For instance, three buxus 


balls (box) with one other plant (such as 
white lobelia) surrounding them looks 
simple and stylish. Equally stunning can be 
a row of simple terracotta pots containing a 
single, colourful geranium in each. 

As here you’ll be able to use large pots, 
you have scope to include some real height 
and structure with your planting. Create a 
“cottage” feel by using lots of different pots 
filled to overflowing with an array of classic 
cottage garden plants, such as sweet peas, 
delphiniums, cosmos and herbs. 

At the other end of the scale, create a 
simple minimal look using identical 
planters equally spaced within the area, each 
containing a single specimen shrub, such as 
buxus spirals, bamboo or miscanthus. 

Having done all this work, do make sure 
you remember to water your pots and 
planters regularly. In a hot, dry summer this 
will mean at least once daily, either first 
thing in the morning or in the evening. 
Incorporated into your daily routine it will 
become a delightful part of the day, as you 
watch the fruits of your labour mature. #
